He just takes things to the Lord 
in prayer and when he has had 
his say, he lets it be. 
_ Around the Department of Ag- 
riculture the reporters speak of 
his speeches as ‘epistles from 
the Apostle,’’ but they respect 
him and his courage. The fact 
that he is an Apostle of the 
Mormon church, and perhaps 
the most devout man in nation- 
al public life, gives him a lot 
of strength. 


Don’t You See? 


He has a -passion for this 
country, and he sees it as one 
specially blessed by the Lord, 
which maybe it is, at that. He 
honestly believes the United 
States has a Special mission, 
and as he sees it, that means 
we have got to keep it a country 
where man is a free agent, able 
to go directly to his God and 
also free to live his own life 
without regimentation by gov- 
ernment. 

He tried. patiently to explain 
to editors from farm states: 

“Don’t you see if feed prices 
had come down with cattle 
prices, the feeders would have 
been able to get along much 
better than now, when feed is 
pegged high and can’t come 
down?”’ 

They didn’t seem to see so 
well, They said if the corn loan 
wasn’t retained corn would go 
down to 50 cents a bushel. 

The pig people wanted to 
know about hog prices.’ The sec- 
retary said it was simnole.

He came right out and said 
the corn farmers could make 
more money selling their corn 
tu the government, which stores 
it up with butter, than they 
could by feeding it to pigs and 
selling the grunters to feed the 
people. So, because they aim to 
sell to the government, they are 
not breeding many pigs. All 
that adds up to the fact the pork 
will be higher and the govern- 
ment will have more corn, and 
the people will eat less bacon, 
chops, spareribs, and so on. 


Free Enterprise 


This doesn’t make much sense 
to Ezra Taft Benson, and he 
says so. This angers some peo- 
ple. 

There are people, Republi- 
cans, too, who are saying that 
it is the pressure of the big 
**‘factories-in-the-fields’’ farmers 
and big business that are drag- 
ging their feet in the free enter- 
prise parade. Ezra Taft Ben- 
son can’t say so, because he is 
trying to sell his idea. His idea 
is that if farmers sell surpluses 
to the government, which then 
has to sell it on the world mar- 
ket at a loss to keep- from 
bringing domestic prices down, 
we are tearing down the coun- 
try, and pretty soon the farmer 
will find that out. ‘ 

I see by the papers, too, Mr. 
William M. Martin, governor of 
the Federal Reserve Bank, has 
made a speech or so around the 
country to banking conventions, 
pointing out that this is a free en- 
terprise nation and that since 
we have talked about it for 20 
years we might try more of it.

Pvt. William G. Moreland of At- 
lanta, Ga., told of a 300-mile 
forced march that began with 700 
men and ended with only 289 alive. 
He said he had heard some were 
kicked over cliffs, but had not 
seen that. 

Moreland, 23, said he promised 
left behind that he 
would tell the story when freed. 

He said the month-long march 
started at “Bean Camp” near the 
North Korean capital of Pyong- 
yang after he was captured in 
May, 1951. It ended in a prison 
camp at Changsang. 


STOMACH AILMENT 


Moreland was released because 
he was suffering from stomach 
trouble.

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There’s No Cause 


For Depression 


Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey’s statement that there is no dan- 
ger of a depression in this country is a 
rebuke to those who have been fearful 
that the end of the Korean War would 
mean an end to the high level of pros- 
perity the country has attained. _ 

Mr. Humphrey’s beliefs are based 
on sound reasoning. In the first place, 
he is not only one of the nation’s most 
successful financiers but is an econo- 
mist as well. His private success came 
about because he was able to see and 
to take advantage of trends in the na- 
tion’s business. He is now applying this 
knowledge to the country’s economic 
problems and certainly his policies 
command respect. 

Recent deflationary moves initiated 
at the insistence of the Treasury must 
be considered in the same light. We 
have complained about the growing in- 
flation and have rejected direct con- 
trols. Mr. Humphrey simply is substi- 
tuting indirect controls on the money 
markets through policies hiking the in- 
terest rates. 

The only question here is how far 
the country wishes to go in restoring 
money values and whether higher in- 
terest rates will discourage new enter- 
prise, add further to the farmer’s woes, 
and make it more difficult for the aver- 
age citizen to buya home and the prod- 
ucts of American industry. Those 
bridges will be met as Mr. Humphrey 
meets them, presumably. 

There is no need to fear a depres- 
sion now, although a certain amount of 
leveling off is due. Even should an 
easing of war tensions mean a cutback 
from peak defense expenditures, the 
necessity for adequate defenses means 
continued high armed forces budgets 
for years to come. 

Forces in the civilian economy point 
to a continued high level of activity in 
all fields. Unprecedented population 
growth, the backlog of public works— 
roads, bridges, schools, hospitals, efc., 
the fact that savings are at an all-time 
peak and that the present credit struc- 
ture is not out of line with total pro- 
duction—all these and many other fac- 
tors offer no evidence of a major de- 
pression. 

We have asked for deflation and to 
date we have succeeded in effectively 
stopping inflation. The outlook for sta- 
bilization at somewhere near the pres- 
ent level appears favorable at this time 
considering all the factors we know to 
be present in the economy—even should 
we achieve the hoped-for period of a 
shaky peace.

GE Had Good Reasons 


For Coming to Rome 


The General Electric Co. did not 
come to Georgia to build a transformer 
plant because of any special Chamber 
of Commerce inducements. GE came 
because to do so seemed good business. 

So said the company’s David Law- 
ton, as quoted by John R. Henry of In- 
ternational News Service, in explaining 
why the firm chose Rome, Ga., as the 
site for its plant. The GE executive 
mentioned the increasing demand in the 
South for special industrial equipment, 
the proximity of raw materials and the 
availability of a reliable labor supply. 

In reporting Rome’s $100,000,000 in- 
dustrial expansion, the INS newsman 
emphasized the part water has played 
in the choice made by GE, in the selec- 
tion by Kraft Paper of Rome as the 
location for a mill and in the building 
of the Georgia Power Co.’s new gen- 
erating plant in Floyd County. 

~ Water—its availability and control. 
Water is available at Rome, thanks to 
the confluence there of three rivers. It 
is controlled, thanks to the -construction 
of Allatoona Dam on the principal one 
of the three. 

More than ever, water plays a vital 
role in industrial site selection. Its im- 
portance will increase. Industry is 
moving to the South, it is moving to the 
rivers and toward the seaboard where 
there is water in abundance. 

When we consider the Rome situ- 
ation, we can be thankful more than 
éver for the foresight of those men who 
planned and pushed and built Alla- 
toona Dam. We see, too, more than 
ever why Georgia must push for Buford 
Dam and for Hartwell. 

We've never seen it so clearly be- 
fore. The South needs industry, in- 
dustry needs the South. Industry needs 
water. We must have our rivers 
dammed, our reservoirs ready. 
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Gadgets Will Not Win 
The Battle of Ideas 


The most frequent criticism of 
America’s efforts to win the war of 
ideas with the Russians is that with 


— 


typical Yankee brashness we put all the 
emphasis upon the material. 


In other words, we brag. We tell 
the Indian peasant of the abundance of 
automobiles, refrigerators, television 
sets, and of luxuries that are matters 
of course for our citizens. We parade 
our material successes in such a way 
that the opposite effect is created— 
jealousy and resentment instead of ad- 
miration. 

While selling American goods, per- 
haps, we are not selling American 
ideas. We are not getting across the 
fundamental truths that have made us 
great and our political, social and edu- 
cational institutions strong. We have 
not told of the spiritual values that 
guide the American home and com- 
munity—freedom of the individual that 
carries with it a responsibility for being 
unregimented. 

We have not told the story of the 
American church, the citizens’ devotion 
to ideals for the common good. Our 
missionaries have been painted all too 
successfully as the advance guard for 
exploitation and for forcing our insti- 
tutions upon others. 

We have learned that you cannot 
buy friendship and loyalty and that you 
cannot force political institutions upon 
others except by arms. However, 
through a process of education and 
leadership and the example of democ- 
racy in action through our union of 
states, we can gradually achieve our 
objective of a stable world. But, in the 
beginning, it must, be understood that 
you cannot sell luxuries to people whose 
greatest need is bread.

Hoe With a Honk 
Or Man With Hoe? 


California cotton farmers are find- 
ing the goose not so silly, reports Har- 
lan Trott, West Coast correspondent of 
the Christian Science Monitor. It seems 
they are throwing away their hoes and 
letting the geese weed the cotton fields, 
on the presumption that the hoe with 
the honk beats the man with the hoe 
and is cheaper, too. 

We are not authorities on the habits 
of the goose so can’t vouch for the fact 
that they are fussy about their food 
with a particular taste for crab grass, 
Johnson and Bermuda grass nor that 
they don’t give a honk for the tender 
young cotton plant. What we are won- 
dering about is why in this land of 
sharecroppers, farm labor shortages and 
other ills the Southern cotton farmer 
did not put aside his hoe long ago and 
let the goose do the job. 

Of course, the nature of the Soauth- 
ern farmer and his farm may have 
something to do with it. Then, too, the 
habits of the goose may have had some 
bearing. We’ll venture to say that the 
pesky creature has a hankering for ten- 
der corn shoots and when Farmer Jones’ 
honking weeders wandered into the 
neighboring. acres of~ Farmer Smith 
there was the loudest outburst since 
the Martins and the Coys started bang- 
ing away at each other. Geese are no- 
torious for ignoring fences. 

California is now the second biggest 
cotton-producing state. But its cotton 
farms that extend for miles have no 
relation to the family-size Georgia va- 
riety. Maybe the goose is a practical 
farm hand out there, but here in Geor- 
gia neighbors must get along with each 
other and so the man with the hoe is 
probably here to stay.

Red Membership 
Is Not Political — 


WASHINGTON—Using the typical Com- 
munist technique of attempting to confuse 
the issue, many witnesses who have been 
asked simple questions of fact by congres- 
sional investigating committees now aré 
trying to abuse the fifth amendment of the 
Constitution by claiming that to answer 
would be to incriminate them. 


The cry is being raised also that the 
congressional committees are endeavoring 
to force individuals against their will to 

siti disclose their ‘‘political 
beliefs.’’ Since member- 
ship in the Communist 
Party has long been 
identified as association 
with an organization 
that seeks to accom- 
plish the overthrow of 
the government of the 
United States by vio 
lence, it is difficult to 
see how such member- 
ship can be called ‘‘po- 


litical.” 
Unfortunately, a number of “‘left wing- 
ers’’ are beginning to support the Commu- 
nist technique either by swallowing the 
specious claim that to be a ‘Communist’ 
is merely to hold a political view or by 
contending that to do one’s duty as a citi- 
zen and “‘inform’’ is low moral behavior. 


Thus Louis Budenz, a former Commu- 
nist, has been attacked systematically by 
the ‘‘pink’’ element in America and by cer- 
tain other folks who have been misled by 
‘pink’? propaganda. The opinions or imag- 
ings of Budenz on any theory or doctrine are 
not entitled to any more weight than any- 
body else’s except. where he has special fa- 
miliarity and can qualify as an expert.

There are countless step- 
ping-stone islands sprinkled between the 
major islands of the long necklace, plus a 
bulging vertebrae of mountain peaks ideal 
for long-range TV transmission. 


Actually, the longest stretch of open 
water between Southern Japan and North- 
ern Australia is 145 miles, according to 
engineers who have gone over the proposed 
network. The average throw, they say, 
will be around 80 miles, no problem where 
a regular flow of tall hills and mountains 
is available. 


The Tokyo station, backed by Yomiuri 
Shimbun and other top Japanese newspa- 
pers and business interests, will go on the 
air. sometime this summer, using RCA 
equipment.- A government station stimu- 
lated television interest over the past few 
years. The coming of the commercial sta- 
tion, however, has produced a landslide of 
activity.

It could give 
a whole section of the world its first ade- 
quate interisland telephone and telegraph 
service, and provide the first means for the 
transmission of weather reports, maps, 
radar readings and a host of other details 
aimed at strengthening the bonds of coun- 
tries and peoples never before really 
united.”

My text reads: “Other men laboured,

(John 4:38). Christ is talking to His dis- 
ciples about their labor in the 
already to harvest.’’

Our minds trace back

worked at benches in laboratories where 
their genius and effort produced a greater 
measure of health for their contemporaries 
and for those who live generations later.

Boon to Orators 


The Teleprompter, boon of orators at 
the late political conventions, has been 
made available by a New York hotel for 
use at banquets, conventions and the like, 
The idea is expected ,..... 
to spread. The Tele- e 
prompter is the gadget = 
that unrolls a man’s 
speech before his eyes, 
but not those of the au- 
dience. The text comes 
up in large letters at 
a speed to match’ the 
delivery. I haven't seen 
the device in action, 
but would assume that | F ee 
by foot or hand control : gee 
the speaker can stop the roll during “‘pro- 
longed’’ applause, if any, and otherwise 
regulate the flow. The advantage, of 
course, is that the man at the controls is 
freed from notes or manuscript and thus is 
able better to establish and maintain eye 
contact with the audience. No man who is 
tied to a manuscript can be fully effective 
from the platform. 

But less effective than he who reads the 
speech he wrote himself is he who reads 
what someone else wrote for him, espe- 
cially when he hasn't seen it before. 

It has happened. Not long ago, a lady 
making a platform appearance in Georgia 
confessed that she had not seen what she 
was td savy more than 30 minutes before 
time for delivery. 

Another outstanding example is that of 
a VIP who read a paragraph fram a pre 
pared speech, paused in astonishment, ree 
read the script and then told the audience, 
“I thoroughly disagree with everything I 
have just said.’’ Or the speaker with a 
humorist-ghost writer who stopped in the 
middle of his discourse to laugh unroar- 
ingly at “his own’”’ joke and then to apolo- 
gize, ‘‘I’m sorry, but I hadn’t heard that 
one before.”’ 

Incidentally, the Teleprompter won't 
write a man’s speech or make it for him. 
The recording device merely packages it, 
the fellow at the rostrum still has to de- 
liver the goods. 


SPEAKING OF SPEAKING, there are 
9,000,000 Americans with speech difficulties. 
That is not counting those who don’t know 
when to stop. Their case is mostly hopeless. 

Not so the case of those who stutter or 
have cleft palates or speech impediments 
due to birth injuries or surgery. There's 
help for them through medical science and 
psychology. 

In Georgia, the center for that help is 
the Atlanta Junior League Speech School, 
Available there is advice and aid to the 
54,000 in Georgia who suffer from speech 
impairment. 

The Junior League school is teaching 
handicapped children to talk, but it can 
reach only about 1,800 a year. The school 
also teaches adults to teach so that training 
can be extended in the state. 

There is a demand for 20 speech cor- 
rection instructors for every one the school 
ean graduate. The philanthropic individual 
looking for a good investment in humanity 
would find his answer in helping this 
teacher training program to. expand.

Washington had bought him off the Memphis 
club in 1925 and traced him to the Red Sox with Paul 
Zahniser, a pitcher. He hit .326 and .285 for the Sox before 
they traded. him off to the Yankees in °’26. He was good for 
a .385 average with the American League champions, but 
they sent him off to Newark, and he began a tour of the minors 
that reached its conclusion at Indianapolis in 1934. He came 
home to Norcross, bought the hardware store and he’s been 
there ever since. 


“I was slow enough, anyway, but I broke my leg at Griffin 
the year I broke in (1921), and that really slowed me up. My arm 
was average, not strong, and those were the reasons I didn't stay

1952 DEFICIT 


In the 1952 calendar year, 
however, the hospital had a $23,- 
000 deficit. Operating expenses 
totaled $483,835—and gross income 
was $460,052. 

Bowen said the reason for the 
increased income now is the in- 
creased number of patients. The 
occupancy rate in the first year 
of operation was about 58 per 
cent—and the occupancy rate for 
the past six months has been 
74 per cent.

WASHINGTON, April 21—Doug- 
las McKay. interior secretary, 
has recommended a new bureau 
of mines director, and John L. 
Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers, has given the 
White House notice that he will 
fight him. Lewis once was able 
to delay confirmation of another 
bureau director for two years. 


McKay's man is Tom Lyon of 
Salt Lake City, a mining engineer 
and geologist. The present direc- 
tor is John J. Forbes, a career 
man in the bureau and a mining 
engineer. 

Lewis has quietly sent two pro- 
tests to the White House with 
the apparent result that the for- 
mal nomination of Lyon has been 
delayed while a decision is made 
whether to disregard Lewis or 
retreat. 

McKay's comment today in an- 

swer to a question about Lewis’ 
objections was: “I stand by my 
appointment.”’ 

The secretary reportedly sent 
Lyon's name to the White House 
March 25, the same day he 
recommended Felix Edgar 
Wormser of New York, for as- 
sistant secretary of the interior. 
Wormser’s name was sent to the 
Senate April 7 and he was con- 
firmed April 14.

How to Run 
A Radio Station 


Bo WSB, ATLANTA 


When you discover one of 
those radio stations that have 
most successfully developed ways 
and means for maintaining and 
strengthening their position in 
the face of tough TV competition, 
you'll find in the background a 
seasoned broadcasting showman. 
WSB is one of those stations, and 
the strategist of renewed AM 
success there is that soft-spoken 
veteran of Peachtree’ Street, 
massah Johnny Outler. 

As overall manager of both a 
radio station and TV outlet, Out- 
ler during the first couple of 
years of this double-play opera- 
tion found himself and his staff 
seduced by glamor and novelty 
sf video, and giving brushoff to 
radio. But about a year ago, 
Jutler and his lieutenants, AM 
manager Frank Gaither and AM 
program director Elmo Ellis. de- 
cided it was about time to give 
AM a healthy hypo. Outler 
called it “. . . removing the rust 
from radio programming.” 

The rust-removers set to work 
to completely overhaul their AM 
operation, giving realistic and 
critical once-over to everything 
from station-breaks to programs. 
| They decided that just because 
something had been a certain 
way for years was no reason for 
continuing those _ stereotypes. 
They revamped the entire opera- 
tion, with “We dare to be differ- 
ent!” as their battle-cry. 

They shéok up station’s sched- 
ule, and they shook up their lis- 
teners. They revised or discarded 
every sustaining show format, 
talked old-line sponsors into re- 
vising commercial features, aban- 
doned old themes. realigned net- 
work attractions, polled listeners 
to determine their ideas, scripted 
shows that had been allowed to 
drift along ad-libbed, and 
startled housewives with jokes,

As long as she can remember, the woman said, somebody 
has been standing at America’s door with a gun in hand, ready 
to shoot us. And each time, she went on, Americans have felt that 
if they could polish off that particular marauder—first the Ger- 
mans, then the Japanese and now the Russians—all would be well. 


“I’m beginning to be discouraged,’’:she said plaintiveély. ‘‘I’m 
wondering if a peace with Russia will solve anything now. Or 
will we have the same thing to do over in the next generation?’ 

She confessed wearily that she was beginning to doubt if 
fear “dealt with militarily’ is of any use. Perhaps to be ‘“‘pro- 
pelled, even compelled, by fear alone’ isn’t good enough. Perhaps 
it’s a new spirit peace-loving people need, an entirely different 
attitude. She didn’t mention religion but she did say ‘‘spiritualize 
our thinking.’’ 


Across the table somebody said whatever the solution it should 
be found pretty fast before the human race is exterminated and 
she said acidly, ‘You don’t frighten me with the atomic bomb any 
more. I remember when the human race was going to be wiped 


out by poison gas!’’ 


In the midst of the laughter the man next to her said lightly, 
‘You've already been frightened by the short-handled Roman 
sword, haven't you?”’ 

The others took it from there and while the discussion rose and 
fell about me I listened and wondered if the old crossroads store 
sessions had ever been like this. This was an American Heritage 
Foundation session, at the Atlanta Public Library, the last of eight 
such meetings, organized by the American Library Association to 
bring citizens together to talk about modern problems in the light 
of the Declaration of Independence and the Constitution. The Ford 
Foundation, eager to keep alive the old talkfests, gave the libra- 
rians money for whatever books they should choose and the At- 
lantans had read many, the last of which was a volume called 
“Let's Join the Human Race,’’ by Stringfellow Barr. 

They meant to discuss the foreign policy at their last session 
and for a time debate snapped and sizzled between a real estate 
man who was obviously pro-Fisenhower and a labor leader who 
felt the Eisenhower speech sounded fine but would come to naught 
if Congress scrapped the Point Four program. 


The leader kept bringing them back to their recommendations 
for a foreign policy and they had many. They would oppose the 
spread of communism, they would favor free trade between na- 
tions and, until something better could be devised, they would 
string along with the Point Four program and other such aid to 
needy countries. Generally they seemed to like the idea of a world- 
wide agency, supported by people in the manner of the Interna- 
tional Red Cross, which would administer economic aid to im- 
poverished lands. 


But none of them had pat solutions for world problems and 
they knocked one another's recommendations over coolly but good- 
humoredly as they chose. There were 17 of them present at the 
last session. About three regulars were absent. They included, in 
addition to the real estate man and CIO executive, the farm- 
dwelling club woman and the librarian, several college professors, 
one insurance man, a public health nurse, a couple of home- 
makers, a magazine writer and a representative of the British 
Information Service who laughingly described himself as ‘‘the 
foreign element.’’ 

The Atlanta discussion group is one of 21 flourishing in the 
state. Next fall others will be started, Miss Eunice Costain of the 
Atlanta library said, including several at branch libraries.

Role of Phosphorus 
In Pregnancy Noted

“It’s very unusual to have a 
bachelor bishop, you know,” he 
smiled. 

Admittedly shy, Bishop Clai- 
borne speaks softly to visitors at 
the bishop’s house on I17th St., 
where he lives quietly with his 
mother, Mrs. Randolph R. Clai- 
borne. 

“IT am more of a pastor than 
a preacher,”’ he said in discus- 
sing ministerial abilities. 

He explained that he would 
rather talk with people individ- 
ually than speak to large groups. 

The motto of the bishop, ‘‘Pas- 
tor Pastorum,’’ is inscribed on 
his ring of office. The motto is 
his idea of what a bishop should 
be, ‘“‘a pastor of the pastors.’’ 

“After all, the minister has to 
have someone to talk to,’’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘Don’t you think they 
have problems, too?’’ 

Bishop Claiborne considers his 
father, the late Rev. Randolph R. 
Claiborne Sr., who was rector of 
St. James’ Church in Marietta, 
the man “who blazed the trail 
for me.”’ 

He said it was due to his fa- 
ther’s influence that he decided 
to enter Virginia Theological 
Seminary where he received the 
B. D. degree in 1931.
